He was ictnewhat vague in details of his story and particularly 
in dates; he did not know for ihstanca on which day of the month he 
was born and .in fact did not give the exact date in his' 

life with the exception of the date of his dasertio^ however 

was net coMidored put of the ordinary as his life History was plausible 
ani “typical of a peasant such as he appeared^ to . 

There is, howc-vex^, one item in his life history which must be 
taken with reserve** This is his statement that after his escape fron 
KCPYEYSK he managed to avoid arrest for one year although he lived and 
worked in his native village, reported himself to the military 
authorities in his district town and even paid the membership fee to the 
K’MSCMCL. EAKHMAK07 was questioned this point and the only 

" explanation ho ,comld offer was that ho always managed to leave his house 
before VhC militia entered -it and the Local population helped him* 

RiiKHMANOV gave as the reason for his desertion his dissatisfaction 
with the Soviet "standard of life* ; . 

l/fflien questioned as to whether he had no fear of being returned 
, to the Soviets, his answer was a categoriced ”K0”. This was so 
surprising that he was asked t^ explain why he believed so firmly that 
ho was not going to be handed back to the Sovi ets* He stated that*, 
after what had happened to INYAKIN ho had no fear on this point* * Ho 
further stated that h© overheard a conversation between his Platoon - 
■ ‘ Cotmiander and th^ CO of the Bn, and thus learnt that Major KRUCHKO 
was sent to the' British Zone to induce DTYAKIN to retxirn to his unit*- 
But INYAKIN, In spite of a telegram KRUCHKO had read out as purporting 
to have cocio from INYAKIN^ s mother refused to return* RAKHMAN07 
stated that the troops were at first told that INYAKIN was kidnapped 
but later when INYAKIN declined to return they were told that lOTAKIN 
was a British spy and therefore sheltered by the British. 

, Major KRUCHKO on his return to the Bn allegedly said that INYAKIN was 
blaek from beating, looked as though ho was under the influohce of 
: drugs: and could not speak*

Mr% SEVIER from PS visitol RAKHMAN07 in order to take his 
photograph, needed for his dooixmontati on^ ■ To Mr ♦ SEVIER, R/.KK(ANOV 
stated his wish to be returned to the. Soviets. 
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At 1150 hra BISRQP Interviewed RAKHMANOV^ protending not 

to kn'cw about his conversation with Mr# SEVIER and giving as the 
reason for his visit interest in RAKHM/;NOV’s welfare. . ; 

RAKHM/iNOV was fomnd in an oxtronoly annoyed state, his face was 
sot and unsmiling. He began the conversation by accusing th^ . o 
British authorities of kidnapping him frcin his post and Major EiSHOP 
for trying to bribe his loyal Soviet soul with false kindness* He 
demanded to be given immediately his Soviet uniform and his documpnts 
and to be takoii immediately to BERLIN and returned, to his unit* 

Shotild Major BISHOP fail to satisfy his wishes forthwith he 
threatened to smash the place up,, to kill the guards and to escape# 

x>ersua8ion and appeals to reason he met with a stream of 
abuses; ^ . 

He stated in particular that: , , ' 

(q) he was kidnapped and hold against his will 

(b) everything ho said previously was a lie 

(c) he- would not explain his bchavi our between 21 and 
28 Sep 51 because it was a military secret 

(d) his place was with the Soviet Arnqr and not with 

the capital is is and enemies of the TJ35R and the 
Soviet people 

(e) he hoped for an enportunity to fight the British* 

As RAKHMANOV had worked himself up, almost to a frensy, hxA 
ran aroml the roan he was shrutG-l dovm and told to sit cn a chair* 

He obeyed and then asked for a cigarette* ^ , 

during the conversation lasting for the next two hours the • 
foolishness of his request and its inevitable consequences vrer^ ' 
expleihed to RAKEiM/*.NOV but he stubbornly maintained his attitude* At. 
approx 1500 hrs he refused to say anything more* refused to put in 
writing his request to be handed back to the Soviets and presented 
the interrogator with the following ultimatum^ Should he r>ot be handed 
over to the Soviets within the next h ur he would smash all the 
fumitwe, kill the guards and escape* 

In reply to this he was infomoi that as long as ho behaved 
ncmally thoro would be no change in hie treatment, otherwise he would 
be placed in on empty room whore he would have nothing to doitrcy 
and any attempt on his part to overcema the guards ivculd be prcmptly 
dealt with* 

He was further advised to think things over and should he atill 
wish to go back cn the next day his wish would be satisfied* ' 
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- In the evening he . ms pei^ittei- to move' freely 'within the 

compound he attacked the guards, and during the struggle .he... sustained 
a slight injury to the left ear. He v/as then placed in an empty roan*

RAKHI/i^ W was soon in the mnrrnn Tig nr BlSHCP^ He hal . . 

quietened dewn considerably and v;hen ask^ for the reason of his ' 
l^haviour bn the previous day ho explained that he had made his mind 
up to return to the Soviets arid still wished to return. Ho still , 
maintained that he was kidnapped* ’ ’ ^ ^ 

^en asked why he attacked the guards he stated that he had no 
• intention to ham the guards but he admitted that he was rather 
difficult and his actions could have been taken by the guards as on 
attack with malicioua intent. 

He asked f4Dr cigarettes and permission to return to his previous 
rocfn* This was granted od the condition that he behaved npmally 
and stayed in his roan until such time as the British authorities 
handed him back to the Scjviets, He then gave his wogrd. of Koicur to 
wait quiotly and patiently for the decision of the British authorities* 

He still maintained that ho was kidnapped and gave on aoeount of 
the events ' ft* ctn which it can be clearly soon that the whole story was 
a pur© invention (for his story see Appendix ''0O> 

By the end of the interview he became quite cheerful again*

RAKHMAK05T was soon by Capt HARTMAN and was found in a good mood 
but ho still wished to bo returned to the Soviets,'

R/i.KHl.iAN 07 was inter'vd.ewed by Major LINOSAY and Capt HARTMAN,- 
He wtxi told that th© purpose of this interview was to obtain in - 
writing his request to be returned to the Soviets, Ho wrete a formal 
request to bo returned to the Soviet authorities. 

After this intorYiew he was seen by Major BISHOP and Capt HiJRTMi/JI, 
He was very friendly again and although he still maintained that he 
was ki lnapped..and therefore should bo handed back to the Soviots it 
was obvious that he realised himself that nobody would beliovo his 
stoj^. At the conclusion of the interview he thanked both-Jiajor 3ISTHCP 
■ and Capt HARTilAN for all they had done for him. Before parting ha 
was tol-d that on the next day he would bo handed over tc the Soviet 
authorities, that both intorrogatora wore sorry for him but his life 
was his cwn and it was up to him to docldo what he wanted to do with 
it, llq then stated almost' apologetically that he felt his place was 
with the Russian people and net in th© ’West,
